There  were  aavaral  raaaaurlnf  passages  in  the 

vigorous  speech  the  Prime  Minister  of  Canada 
delivered  In  Montreal  on  his  return  from  Great 
Britain,  and  one  passage  which  was  Illuminating 
but  not  !?o  reassuring.  The  .somewhat  disturbing 
passage  Is  that  Canada  is  not  the  greatest  wheat- 
ptaduelng  country  in  the  world.  Canada  un- 
questionably does  produce  wheat  of  the  highest 
quality  In  the  world,  but  not  the  greatest  quan- 
tity of  wheat  prodoead  tai  tba  world. 

Readers  of  the  newspapers  probably  were 
somewhat  astoni.nhed  when  they  saw  dispatches 
printed,  stating  that  France  w#s  exporting  wheat 
to  England  in  considerable  quantities.  The 
farmers  and  grain  merchants  of  France  were  en- 
abled to  do  that  because  the  production  ot  wheat 
was  greatly  stimulated  by  a  government  bounty, 
while  the  domestic  market  has  been  safeguarded 
by  high  protective  duties. 

Germany  also  has  been  exporting  wheat  to 
Britain  for  reasons  similar  to  those  which  have 
increased  the  production  of  wheat  in  France- 
artificial  stimulation  to  home  production  and  an 
assured  home  market.  In  fact.  It  appears  that 
all  the  great  nations  of  Europe  have  become  In- 
dependent of  foreign  .sources  of  cereal  .supplies. 
With  the  exception  of  Great  Britain,  which  also 
has  adopted  measures  for  the  stimulation  of  all 
agricultural  production.  Thus  to  the  grain  grow- 
ers of  Canada  there  remain  only  the  markets  of 
Britain,  for  the  demands  of  the  smaller  coun- 
tries, such  as  Holland  and  Belgium,  will  be  met 
by  the  products  of  their  bigger  Immediate 
neighbors. 

Wheat  of  a  kind,  as  most  of  us  know,  can  be 
produced  In  many  parts  of  the  world.  We  do 
not  usually  associate  North  Africa  with  the  pro- 
duction of  wheat,  but  ftanoe  draws  some  part  of 
her  supplies  from  her  colonies  of  Morocco  and 
Algierla.  The  parts  of  Europe  now  called  the 
Danublan  countries  always  have  been  prolific 
produoara  of  wheat  of  a  high  quality.  Spain  Is 
reported  to  be  growing  more  wheat  than  Is  nec- 
eisary'^  to  feed  her  population. 

Those  are  the  conditions  a.s  reported  by  Mr. 
Bennett,  and  derived  from  data  presented  at  the 
wheat  oonferanee  recently  held  in  London.  The 
conditions  were  created  by  experiences  of  the 
nations  during  the  Great  War  and  by  certain 
oecurrences  iftar  the  end  of  that  w«.  Aa  a  re- 
sult of  the  naval  blockade  and  the  destruction 
of  all  sorts  of  supplies,  prices  of  all  Icinds  of 
products  necessary  to  the  sustenance  of  life  be- 
came abnormally  high.  Germany  declared  dur- 
ing Uie  progress  of  the  war  that  the  attempt  to 
starve  her  people  was  a  cruel  and  inhuman  form 
of  warfare,  and  Justified  her  retaliatory  "fright- 
fulness"  upon  both  land  and  sea. 

We  are  told  that  a  great  fear  fills  the  hearts 
of  the  people  of  all  the  European  nations  at  the 
present  time— fear  of  another  war  and  of  a 
famine  a.s  a  consequence  of  war.  So  the  power.s 
are  determined  that  if  possible  they  shall  be  in- 
dependent Of  foreign  sources  of  food  supplies. 
It  Is  that  dread  which  has  produoed  what  econo- 
mists call  pollciee  of  uneconomic  protection.  The 
nations  are  determined  to  establish  themselves 
In  positions  of  independence. 

Another  reason  for  the  adoption  of  policies 
of  eeonomie  Independence  and  uneconomic  iso- 
lation Is  remembrance  of  the  fact  or  a  belief 
that  when  they  were  In  extremity  the  Xood-pro- 
dnelng  oountrles  of  America  attempted  to  "hold 
them  up"  and  exact  extortionate  prices  for  theU: 
products.  The  fact  will  be  remembered  that  in 
etrtain  parts  of  Canada  there  waa  a  dream  that 
never  again  would  the  price  of  wheat  fall  below 
two  dollars  a  bushel.  The  fact  also  fvill  be  re- 
Bwmbered  that  the  actions  of  the  grain  growers 
of  Cnnnda  In  attempting  to  maintain  high  prices 
for  their  products  created  resentment  amongst 
the  dealers  and  eoaaaawra  of  Great  Mtala.  wNh 
the  re,«;uU  that  the  product.s  of  Argentina  were 
accorded  a  sentimental  preference  In  the  mar- 
kila  of  the  Mother  Country. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  London  Wheat  Con- 
ference is  that  most  of  the  old  misunderstand - 
taga  hava  baea  diaetpaled  aad  the  unfortaaata 
prejudice-^  have  been  removed.  The  wheat  Im- 
porting nations  have  agreed  that  under  certain 
eoodlttaaa  their  protaetlva  polfclea  wlU  be  modi- 
fl«d  and  an  efTort  made  to  creatr  an  equilibrium 
between  supply  and  demand.  But  in  the  mean- 
time the  great  hope  which  rtaudas  for  the  farm-

Sir  Humphrey  Oilbert.  half- 
brother  of  Sir  Walter  R«l<  iRh.  re- 
ceived in  1578  a  comml.ssion  from 
the  hands  of  Queen  E.lzabeth  which 
covered  privileges  of  dLscovery  and 
colonization  In  the  new  world. 

Immediately  an  expedition  was 
fitted  out  by  Gilbert  and  hl«  half- 
brother,  but  la  was  dlaperaed  by  the 
filMnlarda  off  Cape  Verde,  and  the 
BMct  four  years  were  spent  by  the 
adventurer  In  attempts  to  raJae  the 
tieceesary  money  to  outfit  another 
party. 

Eventually  the  funds  were  pro- 
curipd  and  he  .sailed  with  five  ship.s 
from  Pl>Tnouth  on  June  11,  1583, 
hut  after  bvins,  at  .sea  two  days,  one 
of  his  largest  .ships  was  forced  to 
turn  back.  By  July  30,  Oilbert  had 
made  his  way  across  the  Atlantic, 
and  was  determined  to  plant  his 
colony  jmt  the  harbor  of  St.  John's, 
where  or  August  4,  he  took  pos- 
session of  the  roiiiitry  In  the  name 
of  the  Queen  hihI  frected  the  coat- 
of-arms  of  KiKland  This,  the  first 
EnglLsh  colonv  in  America,  wa,s  com- 
posed of  bKvkt'ii  down  nentlemen 
and  seamen,  and  the  lawlessness  of 
the  community  was  b^^d  the 
founder's  control.

Tliese  conditions  led  Gilbert  to 
miike  nn  early  return  to  EIngland, 
where  he  intended  to  gather  enough 
funds  to  make  another  attempt  at

coast  of  Newfoundland  to  the  south, 
and  through  strong-headedness  lost 
his  largest  ship  on  the  shoals  off 
Cape  Sable  or  Cape  Breton  Island 
Again  W  disregarding  the  advice  of 
his  friends,  he  persisted  In  .salllii.;

.i.irinii  tale.^  of  heroic  fiction. 

Built  so  long  ago  as  1869  by  Her- 
cules Linton,  of  IXimbarton.  she 
niade  shipping  history  durl^  the 
xrst  twenty-five  yean  of  har  aareer. 
Arhen  she  was  the  pride  of  the  Brit- 
ish clipper  fleet. 

The  Cutty  Sark  made  ntHnv  good 
voyages  from  Shun^'hai  with  the  tea 
crop  for  the  London  market,  but  It 
wus  in  carrying  home  th<>  wixd  clip 
rom  Australia  that  she  proved  her 
^If  the  fastest  cllppar  afloat. 

Her  record  voyace  was  <»e  of 
sixty-seven  <lajn  from  London  to 
Sydney,  and  seventy-five  days  back 
to  Xiondon.  This  was  accomplished 
in  iM6.  Bhr  bait  run  for  the  twen- 
ty-four hours  was  370  miles,  giv 
inv  the  astonish:iir  A\<'.iy:e  speed 
of  fifteen  and  a  u^a  knuus 

OUT8AILCD  STEAMER 
Her  speeds  have  freQuently  been 
logged  as  over  seventeen  and  a  half 
knots  for  short  periods.  In  1887 
she  actuaUy  outsailed  the  P.  &  O. 
mail  steamer  Britannia,  which  was 
logging  a  steady  fifteen  knots. 

In  1885  the  Cutty  Sark  pa.s.scd 
Into  the  hands  of  Portugese  owners 
for  £2.100.  She  was  renamed  the 
Perrelara.  and  laty  converted  into 
a  barkentlne.  She  was  sailing  un- 
der this  name  and  rig  until  1822, 
when  she  was  bought  by  Captain 
Bowman,  her  present  owner,  for 
£3.750.  Captain  Bowman  immedi- 
ately changed  har  name  back  to 
Cuntty  8aik  and  set  about  mtor- 
injg  her  to  tha  glory  aC  Iwr  immm 
dipper  rig.

It  was  the  fir.sl  time  in 
the  history  of  the  country  that  an 
international  congress  had  been 
held  within  Its  borders.  This,  \n 
It.self,  should  have  considerable  sig- 
nificance for  the  Canadian  people. 

Ves,  I  think  these  gatherings  do 
a  lot  of  good.  While  the  dalacatos 
had  no  status  ofllcially  with  ihalr 
governmente.  thay  had  tba  aopport 
of  their  fellow  eltiaeni. 

AKGUMENTg  AVOmED 
"All  matters  brought  up  at  the 
session  were  limited  to  lha  views 
of  the  varioua  delegataa,  and  ar- 
guments were  aroldad.  Oonsequcntly 
the  delegates  are  going  back  to 
their  several  countries  with  a  better 
■ondantanamr  of  one  anothers 
problems.

Legi- 
timate competition,  in  which  one 
nation  by  frugality  and  intensive 
production  undersold  Its  neighbors, 
was  appreciated,  but  competition 
embodying  principles  which  might 
not  be  met  legitimately  will  be 
solved.  If  possible,  by  educational 
methods."

For  many  years  the  methods  of 
capture  and  slaughter  of  fur-seals 
In  Alaskan  waters  have  called 
forfJi  the  proteAtB  and  denuncia- 
tions of  humane  societies.  They 
have  been  frOquenUy  cited  as  a  form 
of  cruelty,  torture  and  wastefulness, 
which  was  nothing  short  of  dia- 
bolical, and  tm worthy  of  our  mod- 
ern civilization.  That  «uch  bar- 
barous practices  have  prevailed,  es- 
pecially during"  early  years,  when 
free-for-all  raids  were  made  upon 
the  great  fur-seal  herds,  there  Ls 
evidence.  To  make  use  of  this, 
however,  in  a  present-day  arraign- 
ment of  seal  slau^ter,  la  mislead- 
ing and  inexpedieal  la  tho  Xaee  of 
actual  conditions. 

Arly  in  the  preseat  year,  an 
article  appeared  in  an  Aiglish  pub- 
lication, which  sets  forth  In  vivid 
terms  the  "butchery"  annually  tak- 
ing place  In  the  Prlbilof  Islands. 
The  writer  relics  for  proof  not  by 
one'.s  own  statement,  but  by  the 
testimony  of  those  who  have  them- 
selves had  a  part  In  it,  and  who 
cannot,  therefore,  be  aonisail  of 
partiality.  Be  quotas  from  one, 
Steller,  who  la  not  a  rough  native, 
but  a  wen-educated  and  careful  ob- 
serrer,  as  follows:  "Thwe  animals 
(seals)  cling  tenaciously  to  life. 
More  than  200  blow.s  on  the  head 
with  a  stick  are  needed  to  kill  him.

grees North  had  to  turn  back  towards  Mesleow 
Apoint  of  low  land  waa  alghtod  shortly  aft«- 
wd^  whoaa  latitude  waa  ebaerved.  and  to 
which  was  given  the  name  of  Cape  Saata  Mte^ 
•anta.  This  first  kitown  point  of  the  North 
^••■^  Ooast  Is  the  northwaat  end  of  Langara 
Island,  the  northern  ritfWM  gf  the 
ChartBttti 


est  peaks  on  the  west  coast  of  these  Islands 
wart  sighted,  their  laUtude  observed,  and  the 
name  mm  «|  Ihi  CHatohal  gtmk  tm  the 
range. 

On  Monday,  August  8,  1714,  the  Santiago 
aaabored  within  a  leagua  of  tha  shore  (Waal 

Coast  of  Vancouver  Island).  In  latitude  40  de- 
grees 30  minutes  North,  the  Intention  being 
to  land  and  take  pooMsalon  of  the  country  In 
the  name  of  the  King  of  Spain.  Unfortunately, 
the  weather  conditions  being  unfa%able.  she 
had  to  put  to  sea,  and  continue  southward 
without  effecting  a  landing. 

Perusing  the  various  documents  relating  to 
this  expedition,  the  writer  has  failed  to  note 
any  nir'h<>is  of  obtaining  longitude,  eaeopt 
through  dead  reckoning.  The  latitude  was 
observed  with  the  lataat  model  of  octant,  by 
observation  of  the  sun  at  naon.  Polaris  waa 
only  observad  to  dttaemlaa  the  amr  cC  tha 
compass. 

Belongs  to  Cook 

THS  honor  of  makiag  the  flrat  laadli«  en 
the  We.st  Coast  of  Canada,  on  Monday. 
March  30.  1778.  belongs  to  the  gkMlous  British 
navigator,  Oa^tala  Ammi  Oeok.  KJr..  who  dw- 
lu«  hLs  third  voya«e  ro(ind  the  world,  after 
saUlng  up  the  coast  from  the  north  end  of 
O^Mfonila.  ohauiMl  and  named  Cape  Flattery. 
Off  this  rape,  weather  conditions  forced  hhn 
to  stand  out  to  sea;  his  next  sight  of  the  land 
waa  «r  a  danariy  wooded  peninsula,  which  he 
called  Woody  Point  mow  Cape  Oook).  Be- 
tween these  two  points.  Cook  salM  several 
dW  with  the  Intention  of  finding  a  suitable 
harbor  for  refitting  his  ship,  finally  aMttlff 
the  entrance  to  Nootka.  which  he  named,  at 
ftr>t.  King  George  Sound;  and  later  changed 
to  Nootka  Sound.  Rete,  whila  f«atlli«  Ma 
ship,  he  observed  the  position  of  this  land,  and 
had  the  unique  distinction  of  making  the  first

in  AntOit.  1788.  Captain  Jaan  Pranools  de 
la  Perouae.  In  his  voyage  round  the  world,  aoBI- 
iug  from  the  north,  after  studyinr  the  natives 
«l  Alaifta.  sailed  aloee  In  ta  the  ooast.  and  o»>- 


trance:  he  delineated  the  west  OoaSt  Of  the 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  rounding  Cape  St. 
*unm:  then  sailing  northward  In  Hecate 
Strait,  and  to  tho  eastward  towards  the  en- 
trance of  Milbenke  Sound.  He  thought  this 
land  might  be  a  peninsula  similar  to  that  of 
California.  SaUlnf  outside  the  Scott  Islands, 
southward,  close  to  Oape  Oook,  he  ob.ervrd 
the  position  of  this  cape;  his  position  diflerlng 
by  a  few  mUes  from  that  detarrnhMd  by  Oook.

Continued  Southward 

LA  Perouae  did  not  stop  at  Nootka.  but  con- 
tlBuad  southward.  It  U  noted  on  his  cl^ 
that  he  has  given  the  Indication  of  the  bank 
which  Is  now  called  Swiftsure  Bank,  at  tha 
entrance  of  Jten  de  Puca  Strait. 

La  Perouse  was  one  of  the  laoat  oompatent 
navigators  of  his  time;  his  Instniments  were 
also  the  best  at  .that  date,  Including  several 
loaned  by  the  BitlMi  avmnment  which  had 

been  used  by  Cook  In  his  third  voyage. 

In  the  period  1788  to  1783  ;i  great  number 
of  tradtot  wnslB  vlsltod  the  Ncrttawest  Coast 
of  America;  several  of  them  made  a  number 
of  Important  discoveries  along  the  ooast.  and 
▼artoos  Aeteh  surveys  have  been  produced, 
insufflrient  space  precludes  a  datallsd-  awwnnt 
of  each  discovery.  The  two  outsUndlng  pio- 
neer*. Captains  Duncan  and  Chanal,  the  foc- 
n)er  In  command  of  the  rtmti  PHneass  Royal. 
1787-88  supplied  a  large  amount  of  valuable 
informauon  in  addition  to  other  discoveries; 
Duncan  mads  sha8rti  annwyg  of  the  entraMa 
to  the  Strait  of  Juan  de  Puca.  Mllbanke  Sound 
and  ssveral  anchoragea.  #  While  the  French 
•hip  SottdB.  Bwmnandad  by  Captain  Manhand. 
wax  trading  with  the  natives  at  hu^um  Island. 
Chanal,  who  was  ssoond  In  tifnmsnit  and  for- 
nmtf  a  hyftngraphle  miayw  in  the  French 
Service,  surveyed  In  the  long  beat  the  west 
coast  of  Graham  Island  from  that  potot  to 
Hippa  Island. 

Prior  to  the  year  1781  all  Spaniidi  expedl- 
tloos  te  these  shores  had  originated  in  Mexico 
In  that  year  a  scientific  expedition,  sent  from 
Spain  by  the  Oovcmment,  for  exploration  and 
dlaoovery  around  the  world,  under  Captain 
Aknndro  Malasplna.  arrived  on  this  coast. 
ThLs  expedition  is  notable  aa  havtag  been  the 
flfst  u>  obtain  observations  for  kjnjitudr  at 
to  several  other  Impor-* 


Exploration  Period 

DURING  the  first  half  of  the  period  of  the 
I^Mnlsh  oeeupatlon  of  Nootka,  a  great 
deal  of  exploration  was  undertaken  by  the  or- 
ders of  the  Offlcer-ln-Charge  at  Nootka.  The 
west  ceast  of  Vaneouver  Island,  the  Strait  of 
Juan  de  Puca,  and  the  .«i  iiittif  ;n  part  of  the 
Strait  of  Georgia  up  to  Cape  Laso,  were  ex- 
plered  previous  to  the  arrival  of  Captain  Van- 
couver. In  1792  the  Spanish  exploration  was 
carried  on  from  Cape  Laso  to  the  north  exid  of 
Vanoouver  Island:  at  the  same  time  an  espe- 
dltlon  wa,s  exploring  Dixon  ESitrance.  the  east 
coast  of  the  Queen  Chartotte  Islands,  and  the 
main  channels  adjacent  to  the  east  shore  of 
Hecate  Strait. 

The  writer  has  been  unable  to  obtain  reli- 
able Information-  as  to  the  methods  employed 
in  carrjlng  on  these  exp;  ..  i' lon.s.  but  since 
Vancouver  accepted  the  Spanish  work  for  his 
general  chart,  It  can  be  eoneluded  that  he 
satisfied  hinueif  that  the  methods  sanployed 

were  satisfactory. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April.  1792.  Vancouver's 
expedition  came  to  the  northwest  coast,  and 
made  a  thorough  exploration  of  all  the  Inner 
channels  between  Puget  Sound  and  Cook's 
Inlet 

Vancouver's  waa  the  first  thorough  .survey 
Of  tills  kind  made  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  Can- 
ada. PoslUons  were  establldied  with  the 
RTeatcst  care,  and  with  the  be.st  available 
methods  of  the  time,  at  Port  Discovery  on  the 
sonlh  aide  flf  tha  Strait  of  Juan  de  Pnea.  and 
the  following  year  at  Salmon  Cove  In  Obserra* 
tory  Inlet,  in  the  northern  part  of  British  <3o- 
lumbia.  Ths  method  employed  sppean  to  hgte 
been  observation  of  a  number  of  lunar  dis- 
tances by  aevaral  ebaanais  for  longitude,  and 
tcnarally  noon  obsenratlona  of  Ow  son  for 
latitude*.  thr>  rhronometen  bataf  rated  from 
obeervations  of  the  sun  at  thaae  oatabllshed 
posttiona.  From  place  to  plaee  where  Van- 
couver's ships  wprp  anchored,  longitudes  were 
determined  by  means  of  meridian

Running  Surveys 

FROM  various  anchorages  Vancmiver  made 
running  surveys,  with  his  pulling  boats, 
using  compass  bearings,  apparently  estimating 
8hort  distances,  with  occasional  obssnratlono 
for  latitude  and  longitude. 

Var  a  period  of  about  fifty  yean  after  Van- 
couver's exploratory  survey  of  this  roa.st,  very 
little  work  of  importance  to  hydrography  was 
caiTled  out. 

The  determination  of  the  boiipdary  between 
the  United  States  of  America  and  the  British 
Territories  bordering  the  Pacific  (Joast  was  the 
tirlKln  of  the  .survey  by  Captain  Kellett,  who  in 
1847  surveyed  the  Strait  of  Juan  de  Puca  and 
a  few  harbors  bordering  the  strait,  includmi; 
those  of  Victoria  and  Csqulmalt.  Kellett  was 
In  command  of  H.M.8.  Herald,  and  had  also 
mider  his  command  the  tender  Pandora:  The 
mot  hods  employed  In  carrying  out  the  survey 
of  the  straita  appear  to  have  consisted  In  es- 
tablishing a  point  by  aAronomical  observa- 
tions, and  measuring  the  length  of  a  base  line 
by  timing  the  sound  wave  caused  by  gunfire; 
the  trianffUlatlon  of  the  coastline  being  car- 
ried on  by  the  two  vessels,  in  conjunction  with 
various  small  boate.  soundings  being  Uken  and 
rnaorilns  dtflnaated  at  the  same  time  as  the 
tilanffulatlon  was  canted  on. 

Then  came  the  .San  Juan  dl.spute.  185B-1871. 
between  the  United  SUtes  of  America  and  the 
newly-formed  Crown  Colony  of  Vanoouvor 
Island,  which  brought  about  the  survey  by 
Captam  Richards,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  dis- 
puted boundary  between  the  eastern  Umtt  of 
the  Strait  of  Juan  de  Puca  and  Boundary  Bay.

APTBR  a  great  deal  of  research,  the  writer 
has  been  unable  to  find  any  reliable  m- 
(ormatlon  as  to  the  methods  employed  in  car- 
rying on  this  work.  Bowerer  It  is  most  prob- 
able that  these  methods  were  as  follows;  Ob- 
servatlon  spote  were  established  In  each  sound, 
latitudes  of  thess  spote  being  observed  and 
meridian  distances  nm  t/>  them,  using  chron- 
ometers, from  Duntzr  Head  observation  spot, 
Esqulmalt.  the  position  of  which  was  fairly 
well  e.stablLshed  by  the  various  ohservatlons 
made  by  the  masters  of  the  several  men-of- 
war  that  visited  Esqulmalt  during  the  ten  or 
fifteen  years  previous  to  this  survey;  astro-' 
nomlcjil  true  bearings  were  taken,  and  con- 
ipleluous  hills  plotted  by  means  of  them. 

Short  distances  between  intermediate  ste- 
tlona  were  probably  measured  by  sound  (gtui 
firing  from  each  end.  ship  and  boat,  or  ashore) 
for  preliminary  plot,  with  true  and  oompoag 
bearings. 

Natural  objects  and  tangents  would  be  cut 
In  by  sextant  or  compass  bearings.  Latitudes 
would  be  obeerred  by  sun.  pole  star,  or  double 
altitude  ashore,  arv]  combined  with  bearings 
of  hills  where  possible,  previously  ploUed,  to 
fls  Intermediate  stations  between  longitude 
positions.  Boate  obtained  .soundings  and 
Sketched  ooastUne.  fixing  pointe  by  natural 
objeete  and  nnrnlnc  between  flaad  points 
Rough  plots  would  be  ftt88d  to 
nomloal  poaltlODs.

Flyer  Drops  Three  Miles 
Before  Opening  Parachute 


By  JOHN  TRANUM 

I HAVE  succeeded  in  regaining  the  world 
record  for  a  delayed  drop  from  aa  aero- 
plane by  parachute,  and  In  so  doing  I 
have  achieved  my  greatest  ambition. 

X  wish  X  were  a  dog  with  three  tallk  so  that 
I  could  wag  them  aU  and  Show  everybody  how 
^PPy  I  am. 

The  record  which  I  liave  Just  broken  was 
made  by  Bud  Manning  in  the  United  Btatee 
last  year.  He  dropped,  without  opening  his 
parachute,  for  15,000  feet,  thus  beating  by 
•  JOO  feet  my  bast  previous  effort 

MbW  I  hdve  nuule  a  delayed  drop  of  17M0 
feet  from  a  Hawker  Hart  day  bomber,  which 
was  flying  214)00  feet  abotve  the  Royal  Air 
Force  aerodrome  at  Netheravon.  WUtshlra. 

Experts  said  that  it  was  Impofuslble  to  boat 
Manning  8  record,  chiefly  because  a  longer  de- 
layed drop  would  hnpose  sueh  a  strata  oa  the 
heart  owing  to  the  rapid  change  of  prassaiv 
in  the  air  through  which  one  falls. 

Hie  eiperts*  opinions  got  on  my  nerves.  I 
felt  I  simply  had  to  prove  them  wrong. 

And  by  meanA  of  the  standard  parachute 
which  is  supplied  to  the  Royal  Air  POrce,  and 
with  the  invaluable  sislstanee  of  my  pUot. 
Flight-Lieut.  Bayer.  I  succeeded  In  doing  so. 

You  can  get  some  Idea,  however,  of  the  dif- 
ference In  conditions  which  prevail  high 
above  the  earth  and  on  the  ground  when  you 
know  that  the  barometric  pressure  at  36.000 
feet  Is  about  SM  miuibars.  while  oa  the 
P««ad  It  Is  IM  BlUlbars. 

In  Perfect  ConfJition 

OF  eourse  T  was  perfecUy  fit  before  I 
started.  My  heart  had  been  specially 
examined  arui  my  blood  pressure  tasted.  Ify 
ears  also  had  been  overhauled. 

We  started  off  from  Heeton  taitending  to  fly 

to  Netheravon,  and.  without  landing,  to  climb 
to  26,000  feet.  This  we  did.  according  to 
sehedule.  We  wen  about  4,000  feet  up  when 
we  reached  Netheravon,  and  we  climbed  the 
remaining  32,000  feet  in  Just  about  twenty 
minutes.  It  was  like  shooting  up  towards  the 
moon  in  a  rocket. 

But  the  mUU  were  so  thick  that  It  was  im- 
possible to  eee  anything,  and  we  descended. 
During  a  second  flight  we  a.srended  21,000  feet 
and  managed  to  find  a  small  hole  in  the 
clouds  through  which  we  could  just  see  the 
ground  I  switched  over  from  the  oxygen 
supply  in  the  aeroplane  to  my  own  outfit  aad 
climbed  out  on  the  wing. 

It  t  <  warn  In  the  heated  cockpit  of 

the  aeroplane,  but  X  Stepped  out  into  thirty- 
flve  degrees  of  frost.  My  own  supply  of  oxy- 
gen would  last  for  ten  minutee.  coasaquaatly 
the  time  I  could  stand  «a  tha  wtt«  waa 
limited. 

For  six  minutes  I  stood  there.  The  wind 
was  terrinc  and  I  had  to  elli«  to  the  wing  for 
dear  life  I  was  not  frtt^teaed.  PlnaUy.  we 
saw  another  hole  in  the  clouds  and  when  wa 

were  just  above  It  I  stepped  off  into  spare, 
falling  neatly  through  the  hole  in  the  clouds. 

No  Loss  of  Consciousness 

I STARTED  tumbling  hsad  over  heels  at 
once.  Contrary  ta  aMst  psspls'S  opinions, 
you  don't  loee  eonastaasaass  er  beeease  eon* 
fused  when  falling  from  an  enormotis  height 
Perhaps  is  ft  because  I  have  had  a  lot  of  prac- 
tice—but my  mind  went  on  perfectly  SIssilj. 
and  I  observed  my  stop-watch  which  wa.«. 
strapped  to  the  pahn  of  my  left  hand  and 
wMsh  I  had  ptasssd  aa  I  jasBSd  Jast  aa 

ratelv  as  U  X  bAd  bSSB  MtB^  Bl  OB 

at  hota 


Ti  showed  ma  that  my  tumbimg  continued 
for  5,000  feet-oaa  aOle.  Then  I  straightened 
out  to  a  beautiful  mf-my  body  at  an  angle 
of  forty-five  degree.s.  I  was  quite  comfortable 
and  all  my  attention  was  focussed  on  the  stop- 
watoh,  while  calculating  how  close  I  was  get- 
ting to  earth.  I  had  no  nightmare  thoughts. 
My  only  worry  was  not  to  let  my  hands  stray 
toWMds  tha  rip-cord  of  the  parachute  too 
soon. 

My  eyes  began  to  trouble  me  a  little,  al- 
though  my  goggles  were  perfecUy  airtight.  A 
mist  settled  over  my  gagglss  at  Kit.  aad  X 

tried  to  wipe  it  ofT.  but  a.s  I  fell,  tha  tacreaslng 
warm  air  gradually  removed  It. 

I  say  "gradually,"  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact. 
I  had  begun  to  fall  at  a  rate  of  144  miles  an 
hour.  This  continued  until  the  air  began  to 
get  thicker,  when  it  slowed  me  down  to  about 
lao  mlleo  aa  hour. 

My  eye.-;,  however,  continued  to  water  I  put 
one  iiand  under  my  goggles  to  try  to  wipe 
away  my  tears,  but  R  was  not  of  mash  avail. 
I  dont  know  why  they  watered.  It  was  not 
due  to  an  air-stream.  Perhaps  doctom  know 
the  reason. 

Another  trouble  Is  that  your  eyes  get  out  Of 
focus.  I  had  been  searching  what  I  <  ould  see 
of  the  ground  at  21.000  feet,  and  tiiat  was  the 
la.st  thing  I  could  see  clearly.  TUbbs  got 
blurred  as  you  rush  down  towards  tbSBL 
Distances  are  changed  so  suddenly. 

Pulls  the  Rip-Cord 

MY  eyes  told  me  I  was  closer  to  the  ground 
than  I  really  was.  My  stop-watch  said 
that  I  had  fallen  Uke  a  sloao  fOr  mmrt9  »^ 
500  feet^  although  obftervers'  watchers  showed 
17,250— but  it  aeemed  longer  than  that  to  me. 
and  ae  I  did  not  want  to  fhilsk  up  as  a  dead 
man.  I  let  my  eyes  rule  AM -tRSMbetivalp— aad 
pulled  the  rip-cord. 

The  effect  of  that  was  a  terrific  shock  which 
Is  hard  to  deeeribe.  You  feel  as  though  tvwy- 

thlng  is  being  drawn  of!  von  downwards,  as  If 
your  face  is  being  pulled  down  to  meet  your 
chest,  ae  If  your  body  Is  leaving  your  head 

behind  In  the  clouds ;  then  suddenly  It  pops 
back  again,  and  you  realise  your  neck  is  Just 
whore  it  asad  to  be. 

Nothing  seem.-!  to  go  wrong  internally.  The 
only  effect  of  which  I  am  conscious  is  a  great 
bruise  on  my  shoulder  where  my  harness 
caught  me  I  went  floating  down  tranquilly 
(the  jerking  sensation  had  only  lasted  about 
half  a  second)  and  a  glanre  at  my  stop-watch 
told  mr  I  could  have  gone  on  with  a  SiSiSd 
parachute  for  another  thousand  feet. 

I  tried  to  look  tor  a  nice  soft  place  to  land, 
but  trees  ssereed  everywhere  below  me.  I  fett 
tired.  Ju.'^t  hung  there  waiting  floating  down 
at  thirteen  miles  an  hour.  I  landed  almoat 
agahist  a  tiae  aad  sat  there,  thaakfal  aad 
pieas#d  with  myself  for  bavtaig  doaa  what  X 
wanted  to  do.

varlfy  bar  tatfqnaatlon.  and  found  It  wenkl 
taka  Mveral  pages  of  a  newspaper  to  go  deep- 
ly Into  their  historic  memories,  so  I  have 
selected  a  few  aa  a  beginning  on  the  history 
and  human  intaiaat  oonnaetad  with  Victoria 
streets. 

I  havr  found  ui  my  wanderings  round  the 
world  that  people  ate  Interested  in  old  Jails, 
guillotined,  streets  and  places  around  which 
the  history  of  a  country  has  born  written. 
Every  tourist  to  Victoria,  it  is  fairly  safe  to 
say,  to  taken  to  the  spot  on  the  comer  of 
Oovemment  and  Bastion  Streets,  where  the 
first  prisoner  in  Victoria  was  incarcerated. 
TM»  building  was  built  of  logs  and  answered 
thp  purpose  of  a  Jail  for  a  nnmb<>r  of  \cars 
untU  the  brick  jaU  was  buUt  on  the  site  of  the 
present  Court  House.  This  later  JaU  was  pre- 
sided over  by  A.  F.  Pemberton  and  was  face- 
tl0Mal|i  oaltod.  "Pambtrt^m's  Hitital "  But  to  rt- 
vari  to  the  prbaltlva  log  baatlon;  here  a  man 
named  KlngWon  had  tha  honor  «f  bataf  tta 
first  tanaat. 

Improved  Fort  Street 

DR.  T  S.  Helmcken,  the  .surgeon  attached 
to  the  Hud;son's  Bay  Company,  had, 
added  to  hb  duties,  the  care  of  the  health  of 
the  prisoners.  Kingston  had  his  quarters  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  bastion,  where  he  slept 
at  night.  During  the  day  he  was  released  to 
do  road  worit  nn  Fort  Street.  It  wa.s  Klnp- 
;  ton's  duty  to  picli  up  loose  atones  and  nialcc  a 
jddewalk  along  Fort  Street  above  aovamment. 
Kingston's  statu.^  as  a  prixoner  was  a  unique 
one.  He  had  no  keeper,  and  his  activities  were 
regulated  by  a  bell.  When  this  bell  rang  for 
work.  Kingston  appeared  on  the  Job.  When 
the  bell  rang  for  meals,  lie  dropped  hi*  worlt- 
ing  Implements  and  dashed  back  to  the  bas- 
tion for  food.  Can't  you  sec  Fort  Street  in  the 
making,  with  this  lad  placing  stones  along  the 
roadway,  «»tehlaf  tha  aua  for  "baU-riaslat 
time"? 

Kingston  had  the  whole  bastion  to  hlmaelf 
and  was  the  original  "chain  gangar,"  but 
without  chains  or  keepers. 

In  later  years  the  brick  Jail  was  the  head- 
quarters for  all  !li(n-f  who  t ran.sKif .s.sed,  and 
this  building  held  many  Interesting  prisoners 
around  whieh  very  touching  human  Interest 
.■-torles  could  be  wiift«  n  Oiu'  of  the  old  brick 
ceils  in  thto  building  had  the  honor  of  hous- 
ing for  a  tbne  seme  notable  penonagca,  anumg 

them  a  Oovernment  defaulter,  who  demon- 
strated his  dissatisfaction  with  hU  ^haitars 
and  barad  threu^  the  brlek  wall  and  made 
hto  escape 

Bastion  street  will  always  bring  to  one's 
mind  a  mental  picture  of  the  bastion  and  Its 
first  prisoner— the  building  of  Fort  Street,  and 
the  later  brick  Jail  with  Its  collection  of  trans- 
greiiors  from  many  dtfTarent  points  of  the 
globe  who  tried  to  DUke  Victoria  a  lawle.ss 
city.  Thebe  men  ware  well  cared  for  and 
many  of  them  were  cured  oC  their  daalra  to 
defy  British  law  and  order.* 

Brown  Jug  and  Apples 

AT  the  southeast  corner  of  Fort  and  Oov- 
ernment Streets  stood  the  famous  sa- 
loon, the  Brown  Jug.  around  which  many 
human  interest  stories  have  been  written.  Here 
one  met  many  interesting  characters.  At  thto 
corner  the  sidewalk  up  n>rt  Street  started  and 
consisted  of  two-inch  boards,  laid  lengthwise, 
running  up  to  Cook  Street.  Before  the  Brown 
Jug  wsA  built  there  was  a  large  garden  and 
orchard  on  the  site,  surrounded  by  «  white- 
washed fence  which  ran  along  Oovemment 
sr^t  to  Brou^ton,  taking  In  the  whole 
block  eastward.  There  are  still  a  few  of  the 
boys  left  here  in  Victoria  who  helped  them- 
eelves  without  leave  or  hoanoa  to  thoaa  ap- 
ples which,  aa  ana  "oM-thnar"  aaya,  "vara  raal 
apples.-' 

Of  course  in  the  Vtotoria  of  tha  tote  'SOs 
and  early  '60.s  tliere  were  many  drawbai  k,s  a.^ 
far  aa  bodily  comfort  was  concerned.  Never- 
thelcm  thara  was  heaps  going  on.  and  the 
mode  of  (jetting  from  place  to  place  seemed 
to  be  part  of  the  game  of  the  life  of  tlw  day. 

An  Intaraeting  letter  waa  ahown  me  the 
other  day  from  a  man  who  in  a  chatty  way 
presenta  the  social  life  of  the  Victoria  of  the 
day.  The  writer  spaaka  very  polntadly  about 
New  Westminster,  the  .vcond  choice  of  site  a.s 
the  capital  of  British  Columbia.    This  man 
aeems  to  have  had  a  ralhar  unpleaaant  jour- 
ney from  New  We.stmin.ster  and  It  wa.s  rain- 
ing and  cold  lor  the  time  of  year,  June,  when 
he  arrived  here.   He  saya,  'Thto  Vletarla  to 
simply  a  frighfftil  place  to  live  in;  I'm  down 
on  it.  tho'  a  great  many  people  won't  believe 
that,  which  to  a  adalahe,  Wa  had  a  Jolly  time 
for  the  first  day  or  two— no  end  of  cocktails 
at  all  soru  of  times,  and  in  fact  rather  a  spree 
generally.    The  weather  was  atrocious  not 
only  did  It  rain  eats  and  doga.  and  almost 
elephants,  while  we  were  getting  our  stun 
piicked  oyer  from  the  steamer,  but  notwlth- 
^1  Hiding  the  fact  that  we  tried  to  cover  the 
piiirela,  every  label  was  washed  off.  and  we 
had  It  lot  of  uriiiibt-led  parceto  on  our  hands. 
As  people  to  whom  these  paroeto  were  eon- 
algnad  wen  on  the  outlook  for  them,  we  aoon 
found  the  right  owners  and  OUr  YttirflnaHHTi- 
tlfs  la  thto  line  were  over 

"The  weather  cleared  the  di«y  following  our 
arrival  and  n  i  niH-<t  unbearably  hot,  and  we 
wouH  aneak  off  every  day  to  Beacon  Hill 
Park  .and  have  a  swim.  Last  nlfbt  there  was

Mn.  ward  gava  a  ridtac 
party  and  a  danre  In  the  evening  a  f^  Jaya 
ago.  It  was  oh!  such  a  Jolly  affair."

Bound  an  the  I^nterprise  which  wa<i  a  public 
affair,  and  one  on  the  Wright  to  San  Juan, 
which  was  an  InvltaMen  outing.  On  thto  mms 
date,  the  letter  goes  on  to  .state,  there  was  a 
Caledonian  meeting  in  the  Pemberton 
grounda.  BvidaBtly  Batarday  aftamaona  dur- 
ing the  Summer  mOhths  were  devoted  to  pi 
nic  parties.  The  letter  mentions  one  partic.i 
tor  picnic  that  evidently  stood  out  more  prom- 
inently than  all  other  picnics  in  hU  opinion, 
'nils  outing  was  given  by  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Bacon,  who  invitad  aaveuty  paopla  to  ac- 
cept his  hospitality. 

One  interesting  feature  of  his  descriptive 
letter  to  the  fact  that  every  weeknlght  there 
was  .some  Important  social  affair  and  hi.s  great 
difficulty  Memed  to  have  been  trying  to  be  in 
two  plaoM  at  onee.  Hie  pioneer  citlaens  who 
are  still  re.sldont.s  of  Victoria  will  n^.ill,  no 
doubt,  the  affairs  this  young  man  mentions 
and  will  be  able  to  fUl  In  addittonal  pleasant 
memories  of  those  day.s  now  long  past.  ■  This 
society  male  butterfly  lived  on  Oovernment 
Street  near  FOrt  In  What  was  facetiously 
called  "The  Bunk." 

The  present  generation  in  Victoria  would 
probably  laugh  a)^  the  idea  of  importing  ready- 
made  houses,  ^ut  it  is  a  fact.  Corrugated 
iron  was  shipped  here  from  England  for  cot- 
tage building  The  next  time  you  go  down 
Superior  Street,  atop  at  No.  565  and  view  one 
of  the  first  corrugated  iron  cottages  erected 
in  Victoria  and  now  on  that  street.  Baronem 
Burdatt-OotttU  sent  six  of  theaa  aottagas  and 
a  church  to  Victoria,  beUevlng  we  had  no 
building  materials.

I  believe,  the  flnt  occupant  of  the  house. 
Superior  Street,  like  so  many  of  the  streeUs  in 
thto  section  of  the  city,  was  named  by  the 
Httdaon'a  Bay  aurvey  department  after  places 
In  Ontario  and  Qaabae. 

Named  After  Botanist 

*HERB  to  another  atreet  near  Superior 

street  that  beans  a  name  that  Ls  closely 
wovetv  Into  the  first  pages  of  the  history  of 
Vancouver  Island.  The  street  I  refer  to  to 
Menzle.s  .Street,  which  wa.s  named  after  Archi- 
bald Menxles,  the  botanist  who  accompanied 
Captain  Oeorga  Vaneouvar  on  hto  voyage  to 
this  coa.st  In  connection  with  tha  aattlainant  of 
the  Nootka  affair. 

Another  street  name  that  to  now  a  matter 
of  city  hl.story  was  "Bird  Cage  Walk,"  that 
part  of  Oovernment  Street  running  past  the 
old  Oovemment  BulkUnga.  niare  ara  so  many 
explanation.?  as  to  how  and  why  this  passage 
was  so  called,  but  the  one  most  generally  ac- 
cepted to  that  the  bulkUnga  had  funny  lltU< 
ciipoias  on  top  thnt  looked  from  a  dtolanea 
like  glorified  bird  cages. 

One  hears  so  much  of  the  decorum  of  the 
children  of  the  past  generation,  and  perhap^s 
when,  and  If,  one  of  the  younger  generation 
reads  thu  true  account  of  the  eaeapadea  of  the 
.schoolboy.s  of  the  old  days  they  may  passlbly 
develop  a  doubt  as  to  the  veracity  of  their 
parents.  But  here's  the  story.  Every  time  I 
pass  Central  School,  where  stood  the  old 
Colonial  School,  on  the  comer  of  Fernwood 
and  Fort,  I  fancy  I  can  see  those  littto  boys 
and  girto  of  Victoria  In  the  latter  part  of  the 
last  century.  To  get  to  this  school  the  Vic- 
UMla  boys  and  girls  had  to  go  through  the 
woods.  Much  of  the  way  was  swampy.  The 
path  through  these  woods  led  from  Blanshard 
street,  and  while  the  land  round  View  and 
Cook  Streets  was  particularly  damp  the 
youngsters  trudged  along  through  every  day 
and  had  heaps  of  fun. 

Old  Log  Schoolhouse 

Taa  aehoolhottM  waa  built  of  squared  lagk 
which  were  whitewashed.  The  ma.ster  and 
his  fkmlly  lived  in  one  end  of  this  building, 
and  one-third  of  the  ground  space  was 
Buurfcad  off  for  the  aftwalioom,  whIeh  astand- 
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go  down  town  to  an  auction  sale  T{o  left  a 
monitor  in  duuge  of  the  school  and  went 
away  quite  confident  that  the  mice  would  not 
play.  No  .sooner  had  he  dL^ippeared  from  view 
iiUo  the  thicket  than  the  books  were  thrown 
in  the  air,  the  monitor  was  persuaded  to 
wahe  hLs  position  of  triLst.  and  awsy  the 
school  went  to  the  back  of  the  lot,  where  <here 
was  a  flourishing  vegetable  garden.  Hare  grew 
carrots  and  turnips.  The  boys  pulled  and 
pulled  until  they  had  a  plentiful  supply  and 
returned  to  the  schoolhouse  ataps.  With 
pocket  knives  they  pared  the  turnip.s  and 
scraped  the  carrots  and  enjoyed  them  no 
doubt  better  on  that  day  than  they  ever  have 
since,  because  they  were  eaUng  lorMddaa,  or 
rather  stolen,  food. 

When  the  master  returned  he  found  a  room 
full  of  the  most  diligent  students  and  smiled 
inwardly  over  the  monitor's  report  of  his 
stewardship.  He  had  seen  the  remains  of  t^e 
stolen  fea.st  ncattered  all  over  the  school  ]rard 
as  he  returned  from  his  trip  to  town,  and  evi- 
dently decided  to  forget  the  incident.  The 
boys,  however,  were  of  the  opinion  that  Mrs. 
Burr  interceded  on  their  behalf,  a  thing  she 
was  always  doing  when  the  boys  overstepped 
the  mark.

^^jtHSU  Victoria  was  Onaiiy  decided  upon 
W  aa  tha  aaat  of  gevemaient  for  Vancouver 

Island  the  authorities  chose  carefully  the  site 
lor  Its  buildings.  When  the  plans  were  in  the 
makint.  what  to  now  known  as  Oovemment 
street  was  Just  a  wide  trail  pa.st  the  old  fort. 
But  a.s  soon  as  it  wss  decided  that  at  the  south 
end  of  thto  traU  buttdlnaa  aultable  for  the 
conducting  of  the  busine.is  of  the  f,i.st-«ruwinn 
colony  were  to  be  erected,  the  UaU  was  con- 
verted into  the  digaBy  •(  a  attaai  wd-ilM 
trail  baeaaM  Oovamaeat  BKaat—a  dlatlMl 
entity. 

It  seems  quite  unnecessai7  to  give  the  reason 
for  naming  Fort  Str<'et  at  the  foot  of  which 
the  old  Hudson's  Bay  lort  &tood,  around  winch 
so  much  of  the  intimate  history  of  Victoria 
and  Vancouver  Island  ha.s  been  written.  I  am 
rather  intrigued  with  Fort  Street.  First  of  all 
I  can  picture  tha  prtooMr  KlagMon  placing 
thoae  stones  along  the  road  up  Fori  sticct, 
from  the  Bastion,  can  sec  him  scanning  the 
passers-by,  and  ever  watchful  for  the  aoon 
hour,  anUclpating  the  ringing  of  the  dinner 
bell.  This  roadbed  that  King -  ten  worked  so 
laithfully  on  mu-st  hav<-  been  a  challenge  to 
even  the  toughest  of  shoe  leaihrr. 

The  "gossip  exchange"  in  ihusc  early  day.*^ 
was  scfiiiim-lv  at  the  bakery,  which  wai  tecated 
on  Govenunent  Street,  Just  beyoi d  i  i  t  ihont 
where  the  Five  Sisters  Block  .sto  i  ],i  Hot_ 
bread  was  to  be  had  at  certain  hour*  each  dav, 
and  the  'colony  bachelors'  gathered  at  the 
appointed  hour  to  dtoeum  the  tid-blts  of  gos?ip 
of  the  ylllaRc  and  to  appraise  the  newcomers 
to  the  colony  and  affairs  of  the  day..  Only 
bachelors  bought  bread,  for  the  thrifty  house- 
wives of  pioneer  VictwU  were  proud  indeed 
of  their  culinary  accompUahatonta. 

Cattte  sales  provided  another  "gossip  cx- 
chanKc"  for  the  men  Here  auam  Fort  Street 
played  an  Unportant  part,  for  it  was  at  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company's  bams  that  these 
cattle  .sales  wore  held,  mostly  id  a  Ijiiiklmg  on 
the  comer  of  Fort  and  Blanshard  streets, 
which  marhai  Iha  eastern  boundary  of  the 
Company's  barns.  FollowinBr  the  gold  nish 
the  vacant  lots  from  Fort  to  Johnson  Btreels 
>are  dotted  with  tento  ooeaided  by  man  who 
were  awaiting  transportation  to  the  Mainland 
or  were  lookhig  round  for  sites  upon  which  to 
build  in  Victoria. 

It  is  difflcult  to  dlge.si  the  fait  that  only 
seventy-five  years  ago  Vic^ia  was  Juat  a 
irasa-grown  area  with  hara  and  there  a  wooden 
house.  Victoria  hns  (jrowi,  since  then  along 
the  lines  of  beauty.  Those  early  settteia  had 
pver  In  theh-  minds  and  theaghta  a  ptotnre  of 
the  homes  and  garden-,  they  had  I'^ft  uiimd 
them,  and  started  at  once  to  make  their  new 
iiomes  as  attractive  as  their  ItmHad  awana  and 
limited  facilities  would  afford  r\\c  result  of 
those  early  efforts  has  made  Victoria  one  of 
the  moat  IndlvlduaUalte  dttes  In  the  workl.

Canadian  Surveys 

THE  development  of  Oriental  trade  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  was 
the  origin  of  the  first  Canadian  Oovemment 
hydrographic  survey  of  thLs  coa.st  ThLs  was 
begun  at  Port  Moody  by  the  the  late  Canadian 
Hydrographer,  Wm,  J.  Stewart.  In  the  Spring 
of  1181  and  carried  we.ifward  through  Burrard 
Inlet,  out  to  Point  Grey  and  Point  Atklnscm. 
laUtude  being  determined  by  astronomical  ob- 
servations and  loneitude  bv  meridian  distance 
by  telegraphic  signals  from  McOiil  University. 
A  regular  triangulation  was  carried  out.aound- 
ings  being  taken  from  pulling  boat.s,  aixl  the 
coastline  delineated  by  the  aid  of  ten-foot  pole 
subtense  measurements  and  sextant  anglea. 

In  189B  the  Imperial  Government  sent  H.M  S 
Egerla  from  the  China  station  to  start  modern 
suryeys  In  the  vicinity  Of  Victoria,  and  throu^ 
the  nuOn  inland  passages  the  chief  route  to 
the  Yukon  gold  flehL  Accurate  base  Unea 
were  measured  and  a  general  scheme  of  trl- 
angulaUon  carried  out,  tidal  observations  were 
made  from  place  to  place,  coastline,  sounding 
and  topography  carried  on  by  various  aamp 
parties.  Thto  work  of  the  %aria  waa  ter- 
minated in  1910. 

In  1906,  the  Canadian  Government  Instituted 
the  permanent  Canadian  Hydrographlr  Sur- 
vey on  this  coast.  First,  .a  camp  parly  was 
r.'tabllahed  in  Prince  Rupert,  and  frian  thaia 
the  northem  part  of  the  co«.st  of  the  province 
was  thoroughly  surveyed  by  modem  methods; 
baae  Unea  ware  maaaared  In  vartow  plaaaa.  ob- 
servations for  arlmut.h  and  latltOda  wart  aiade, 
and  tile  transfer  of  the  longltada  poaltton  Ob- 
aerved  by  the  tJB.  Coast  and  Oeodetic 
Survey  In  IBS-S  at  Port  Simpson,  by  telegraph 
from  McGlll  University  was  carried  through 
the  trtancutotlen  and  used  in  the  adjacent  dto- 
trlct.s. 

Since  1917.  geodetic  poeltionx  have  been 
established  by  the  Canadian  Oeodetic  Survey 
along  the  coast  between  Alaska  and  tha  State

Many  Changes  Made 

JN  the  last  thirty  yeata.  and  particularly

prints  are  then  reduced  to  the  control  of  tha 
fixed  trlangutotlon  sUtions.  etc  The  toiwg- 
raphy  of  hilto  and  mountains  has  also  been 
greatly  helped  by  aerial  photography  oomMned 
with  horizontal  photographic  views.

have  been  ntade  in  the  methods  of  work  of 
the  Hydrographic  Survev,  partly  due  to  Inven- 
tions and  practices  developed  during  the  war.

Great  Improvement 

AOIO  atoo  haa  been  a  great  help  to  the 

hydrographic  surveyor,  as.  with  a  short 
wave  receiver,  the  exact  time  sent  out  by  re- 
llabte  obaarvattena  may  be  obtahwd  at  inter- 
vals of  a  few  hours,  day  or  night,  to  the  frac- 
tion of  a  second— a  necaasity  for  accurate  as- 
tronemtoal  obaarratlons.

Survey  has  taken  advantage  of  the  use  of 
radio  in  connection  with  their  ship  sounding,

wood.  Ohunhaa.  hoapilala.  pOUte  hulUUngs  as 
well  as  business  hoiwes  and  private  dwelling 
houses  perished.  The  beautiful  old  til.  Pauls 
was  aoon  a  mass  of  flamaa.  tha  lead  tnm  tho 
roof  running  down  the  streets  In  molten 
streams.  All  kinds  of  t>oat8  put  out  on  the 
ThaoBOB  In  tha  hope  of  saving  aooM  of  tha 
people's  goods,  while  large  numbers  of  men 
and  women  fled  from  London  carrying  what 
tbajr  oottld  on  their  backs.  Thirteen  hundred 
houaaa  and  ninety  churches  ware  daatrayad, 
and  the  loss  of  goods  ooukl  not  ba  counted. 
Yet  terrible  as  It  seemed,  the  fire  was  a  bleu- 
ing,  for  It  destroyed  the  seeds  of  the  plague 
which  the  year  before  had  killed  a  hundred 
thousand  Londoners..  A  new,  more  beautiful 
and  more  healthful  city  arose  to  ba  tha  pride 
of  British  people  everywhere.

REY,  sombre  and  grim  standa  tho  old 
fort  of  Lusambourg  In  the  heart  of

In  the  far-off  days  of  the  fifteenth  century

Tliough  a  Frenchman  by  birth  he  was  an 
Englishman  at  heart,  and  his  lord's  sympathies 
with  Ehgland  suited  him  well.  Re  had  spent  a 
considerable  part  of  his  early  nianho<Ki  in  Eng- 
land, and  when  he  had  returned  to  his  native 
town  he  had  brought  with  him  Rodney  Guer- 
ney  as  his  page,  a  dwarf  whom  he  had  found 
in  Devon,  scbrned  and  imwanted  by  his  people, 
lliough  flery  tempered  and  difficult  at  times, 
Rodney  served  his  master  well.  Ha  poaaaaaad 
a  high  intelligence  and  cool  courage. 

Though  Rodney's  recollectlonf  of  his  country 
wore  not  of  the  happiest  De  Blaer  was  always 
able  to  ooant  on  his  loyalty.    Many  were  the 
'messages  and  dangerous  missions  he  carried 
to  Louis  hhnself . 

But  aa  time  went  on  Loula  anterad  Out  serv- 
ice of  the  King  of  France  and.  whether 
through  treachery  or  misfortune,  De  Blaer  ^ell 
Into  111  favor  with  tha  King.  Ha  waa  con- 
demned to  death  for  Intrigiilng  against  the 
French,  cast  into  a  dungeon,  and  left  to  starve 
to  death. 

AU  Da  Biaar's  friends  forsook  him  with  the 

exception  of  one,  hl.<;  faithful  dwarf  Rodney's 
mind  was  ha'd  at  work.

The  Ways  of  the  Ant 

A  LMOBT  orary  boy  or  gU  who  ehooaea  aan 

^  And  an  ant  hlU.  Sir  John  Lubbock,  who 
knew  a  great  deal  about  money  and  was  a 
men>ber  of  ttve  British  Parliament,  spent  much 
time  In  atudylng  InaaeU  and  flowers.  Ha  haa 
written  a  very  interesting  work  on  ant.s.  It  is 
so  shnple  that  any  ciilld  can  understand  it. 
It  may  ba  that  amea  ha  died  other  atudanti 
have  discovered  mora  about  the  little  workers. 
Your  editor  hopaa  that  some  of  you  will  read 
the  books  of  thU  writer  and  laam  to  UN  your 
own  eyes  before  Winter  comes. 

"The  sidiject  of  anu,-  wnies  Sir  John  Lub- 
bock, "is  a  v«ry  wide  one.  for  thara  aro  at 
least's  thousand  species  of  ants,  no  two  of 
which  have  the  same  habits.  In  i^^ftnj  we 
havo  rather  more  than  thirty,  moat  of  whMl 
I  have  kept  In  conflnement.  Their  life  com- 
paratively long.  I  have  had  working  ants 
which  were  seven  years  old,  and  a  Quaan  ant 
lived  In  one  of  my  nests  for  fifteen  year.<^  The 
oommunlty  conslsU,  in  addition  to  the  young. 
Of  males  which  do  no  work,  of  winglem  work- 
ers, and  one  or  more  queen  mothers,  who  have 
at  first  wings,  which,  however,  after  one  mar- 
riage flight,  they  throw  off,  as  they  never 
leave  the  nest  again,  and  in  it  wings  would, 
of  course,  be  useless.  The  workers  do  not,  ex- 
cept occasionally,  lay  eggs,  but  carry  on  all 
the  affahs  of  the  community.  Some  of  them. 
eqMClally  the  younger  ones,  remain  in  the 
nest,  excavate  chambers  and  tunnala.  and  tend 
the  young,  whkh  are  sorted  up  according  to 
age.  ao  that  my  nests  often  hsd  the  appear- 
ance of  a  school,  with  the  children  arranged 
in  dassea.  In  our  English  ants  the  workers  in 
each  apedea  are  all  similar  except  in  size,  but 
among  foreign  species  there  are  some  in  Wfaldl 
there  are  two  or  even  more  classes  M  workers, 
diflaring  greatly,  not  only  in  sise,  but  also  in 
form.  The  differences  are  not  the  result  of 
agenor  of  race,  but  are  adaptations  to  dif- 
fomt  funetloaa.  tha  nature  of  which  la  not 
yet  well  understood. 

"Among  the  Termites,  those  of  one  cla-w 
certainly  seem  to  act  as  soldiers,  and  among 
the  true  ants  some  have  comparatively  largo 
heads  and  powerful  jaws,  it  is  doubtful,  how- 
etor,  erhother  they  form  a  real  army.  Bates 
observed  that  on  a  foraging  expedition  the 
large-headed  individuals  did  not  walk  in  the 
regular  raaka,  nor  on  the  return  did  tliey  carry 
any  of  the  booty,  but  marched  along  at  the 
side,  and  at  totarably  regular  intervala.  'Uke 
atfbaltema  tn  a  marching  regiment.' 

"Solomon  was.  so  far  aa  we  yet  k^ow,  quite 
correct  In  describing  ant.s  a.s  having  'neither 
guide,  overMer.  nor  ruler.'  The  so-called 
queens  are  really  molhara.  Neverthelam  it  la 
true,  and  it  is  curious,  that  the  working  ant.s 
and  bees  always  turn  their  heads  towards  the 
queen.  It  aaema  aa  tt  the  Ught  ef  har  givea 
them  pleasure.  On  one  ocra.«iion.  while  mov- 
ing some  ants  from  one  nest  into  another  for 
exhibition  at  the  Royal  tnatttution.  X  unfor- 
tunately crushed  the  queen  and  killed  her 
The  others,  however,  did  not  desert  her,  or 
draw  her  out  as  they  do  dead  workers,  bat  on 
the  contrary  carried  her  mto  the  new  nest 
and  aubaequently  Into  a  larger  one  with  which 
I  supplied  them,  congregating  round  her  for 
WMka  as  if  she  had  been  aUve.  One  ooukl 
hartty  help  fancying  that  they  were  mourn- 
lag  har  torn,  or  hopinr  aUvIr  forhar  n.

rb»  bariey  waa  raady  flnt  The  farmer  afld 
often  his  wife  or  daughter.s.  if  the  boys  were 
not  old  enough,  went  into  the  fields  with  reap- 
ing hooks  and  carefully  cut  off  the  ripened 
heads  on  their  yellow  stalka.  They  were  bound 
into  sheaves  and  carefully  placed  upright  into 
stooks  and  left  to  dry  In  the  sun  and  braese. 
Oats  and  wheat  were  ripening  aioaiiwlilla 
When  dry  the  grain  was  carried  or  drawn  to 
the  bam  and  the  sheaves  beaten  with  a  llail, 
an  instrument  made  of  two  long  atloka  faatantrd 
together.  The  grain,  when  separated  from  the 
straw  was  placed  In  a  tray,  called  a  sieve  and 
the  ohaff  bkiwn  away  in  tha  wind.  Itie  grata 
was  poured  Into  a  sack  the  taruMr  mounted 
a  horse,  il  he  had  one,  or  canted  It  to  the 
water  mill  to  ba  ground  mto  tlM  aweet  ooaraa 
flour.  Oat.s  and  wheat  In  their^  turn  went 
Uu-ough  the  same  process.  Great  care  was 
tahan  of  tha  praeioua  iHieat  It  had  many 
enemies  Ttie  weevil  was  the  most  dreaded 
but  rust  was  almost  as  bad.  Oaten  cakes  were 
^  ohiaf  dapendanea  of  the  house  mother. 
Porridge  morning  and  evening  and  theae  with 
butter  and  milk  aatiafled  the  hunger  of  chll- 
dran  big  and  little.  Father  and  mnt>i>r 
tea  and  partmpa  augar. 

Fenced  Fields 

THE  patdiaa  among  the  stumps  grew  into 
fenced  fields.  Gowa  and  aheap  and  a 
horse  or  a  team  were  cared  for  in  the 
raised  beside  the  log  cabin.  The  chU- 
dren  grew  up  to  be  stalwart  youths  and  tbmm 
maidens.  The  .stumps  disappeared  and  level 
fields  of  waving  grain  delighted  the  old  farm- 
er's eyes  In  these  bygone  September  days.  The 
young  men  were  up  early  and  the  sound  of 
the  sharpening  of  scythes  fall  pleasantly  on 
the  air  aceompanlad.  perh^pa  by  a  tuneful 
whistle. 

As  the  sun  rose  the  "boys,"  for  all  unmar- 
ried men  in  thoae  days  were  boys,  went  into 
the  field  mowing  first  round  tho  edgea.  Ihan. 
very  carefully  the  scythes  swung  into  the 
grain.  Out  came  slaters  to  bind  tlie  swathes 
mto  sheavaa  and  tha  farmer.  htaMatf  to  make 
the  stooks.  Anxious  eyes  were  raised  from 
time  to  time  to  see  if  clouds  threatened  rain. 
Whan  tho  grata  waa  dry  anoiwh  the  traek 

drawn  bv  a  team  of  horaes  or  oxen  came  Into 
the  field  and  the  shaavoa  were  tossed  by  strong 
aroM  to  the  track.  Boya  are  sometimes  al- 
lowed to  help.  When  the  truck  will  hold  no 
more  it  is  driven  to  the  bam  and  tha  grata 
atorad  ta  tha  left 

Perhaps  the  UtUe  folk  of  tha  farm  are  al- 
lowed to  tramp  the  .sheaves  into  place  till  they 
get  so  hot  and  tired  they  are  glad  to  run  away 
tato  the  open  field. 

The  Threshing  Macl)inc 

rHEN  all  the  outdoor  work  has  been  done 
tha  grata  ia  thrahad.  not  with  the 
flail  thl.s  time  Horse.s  mount  a  sort  nf  tread- 
mill. The  bands  of  the  sheaves  are  cut.  Wheels 
to  round,  nie  ahaaf  bi  fad  tato  a  matftlne. 
The  straw  comes  out  at  one  end.  the  grata  at 
another.  The  fanners  separate  the  grain 
from  the  chaff.  What  a  nice  soft  bed  the  clean 
chaff  makes  for  the  children  who  look  on  at 
the  mysterious  process,  taking  care  to  keep  out 
Of  the  way  of  the  busy  workers  and  the  noUy 
whMtag  of  whaeto. 

The  Reaping  Machine 

THE  years  pass  away.  The  log  cabin  di,s- 
appeans  In  Its  place  is  a  roomy  frame 
house  with  carpet*  on  the  parlor  floors  and 
shining  furniture.  The  fields  are  larger  now. 
Some  of  tha  young  people  have  f  arma  of  their 
own  or  have  gone  to  live  in  the  neighboring 
city.  The  seUler  and  his  good  wife  have  gone 
to  a  better  home  and  Ms  oldeat  eon  Ima  tha 
homestead.  A  new  and  larger  barn  has  been 
built.    Flocks  of  sheep  and  herds  of  cattle 

prance  over  the  fresh  mown  meadows.  The 
grain  U  ready.  Here  oomaa  the  farmer  riding 
on  Ma  aaowlng  madUna  drawn  by  a  patr  of 
greys  PYom  the  house  come  mother  and  chil- 
dren to  gase  at  the  gllttertng  object.  They 
follow  the  driver  to  the  wheatfleld  nearby  and 
watch  as  the  grain  falls  before  the  slilnlng 
blades.  The  grain  is  gathered  in  more  quickly 
but  throabed  and  ground  as  before.  Granaries 
have  been  built  to  hold  the  surplua  grain  be- 
fore it  la  sent  away  to  the  towns  or  to  the 
ahipa  that  lie  at  Die  wharves  of  the  poru. 

The  Prairies 

LONG  before  this  some  of  the  young  men  of 
Bhstera  farms  had  gone  to  the  l>ralrica 
to  try  their  luck  at  raiatag  wheat  on  tha  rich 
soil  In  Manitoba.  There  many  farms  were  miles 
Instead  of  acres  in  area.  "The  wheat,  except  a 
very  small  proportion  waa  iapeited.

Price  of  Potatoes 

YV/HlLtK  artificial  efforts  are  being  made  to 
iV  raise  wheat  prices,  it  has  been  stated  in 
market  centres  of  British  Columbia  that  there 
is  serious  danger  of  a  potato  abortage  that 
may  raise  prices  to  high  levels.  It  has  been 
predicted  by  offiolaLs  of  a  (rrowers*  organisation 
in  the  Fraser  Valley  that  prtoM  Buy  go  as 
high  as  three  dollars  a  saA  In  tto  retail  trade. 
A  few  years  ago  a  shortage  developed,  and  it 
saema  that  conditions  this  year  an  similar  to 
thoM  which  gave  rise  to  tto  high  ptiom  that 
accompanied  that  shortage. 

In  July  tto  writer  visited  a  farmer  in  the 
Itaasr  Vhller  where  an  unusualiy  large  part 
of  the  farm  wa.s  In  potatoe.s  A^ked  why  gtoh 
a  potato  acreage,  the  farmer  said:

Packaging  Products 

C  have  mentioned  before  liiat  packaKwit; 
is  one  of  tto  most  Important  fact^  In 
marketing.  There  Is  a  twofold  objective  In 
packaging.  One  Is  to  preserve  the  quality  of 
tto  product  aad  tto  other  la  to  pneeat  that 
product  in  as  appealing  a  form  as  possible. 
The  housewife  buying  an  agricultural  product 
loses  all  interest  in  quality  and  value  whaa  tto 
artlola  dOM  not  look  appeUzlng.  The  added 
eost  of  careful  packing  and  packaging  will  be 
more  than  made  up  by  tto  IncriMSd  demand 
and  the  higtor  prlMs  that  oohm  m  a  result  of 
ttot  demand. 

Aa  flhwtratlOB  of  this  point  hi  a  targe  way 

eaata  found  in  a  comparison  of  recent  ship- 
ments of  asparagus  from  South  Africa  and 
the  Argentine  to  tto  Britlah  martot.  Tto 
Argentine  shipment*  were  in  small  crates  con- 
taining a  dozen  bundles  packed  upright.  The 
trandtas  are  wrapped  in  thin  greaee-proof 
paper,  and  great  care  was  taken  that  the  top-s 
were  well  exposed  and  ventilated,  and  the 
bottoms  resting  on  a  kyar  of  mdat  moos.  Um 
South  African  shipments  wem  wrapped  in 
grease-proof  paper  also,  but  the  tops  were  too 
close  together,  and  this,  with  lack  of  care  in 
handling  the  stalks,  resulted  In  them  becom- 
ing bruised,  allowed  mildew  and  decay  to  de- 
velop. The  ArgenUna  shipments  were  a 
martod  siwoess  and  thoM  from  South  Africa 
a  failure. 

mcldentaHy,  It  1*  a  long  way  from  tto  Ar- 
gentine to  Oreat  Britain.  If  (t-sparagu*  can  be 
shipped  succe^isfuUy  over  tliat  distance,  British 
Columhla  growers  need  tove  no  fear  ttot  long 
hauls  may  be  a  limiting  factor  in  extending 
their  present  markets.

Some   Potato  Diseases 
That  Ouse  Heavy  Loss 
in  British  Columbia 


AMONG  the  diseases  of  the  poUto  IvhMl 
are  caualng  heavy  losses  In  British  Co- 
himMa  are  giant  hiU,  spindle  tuber,  wltehee 
broom  and  leaf  roll.  They  have  been  foimd 
In  Mveral  varieties  in  different  parts  of  tto 
ptwlBW.  iUl  thoM  dlaeaam  aiw  eharaetarlaad 
by  the  common  symptom  of  somewhat  harsh- 
textured  foliage.  With  tto  exception  of  giant 
hill  tto  infective  principle  of  ttoee  dlseaaee 
has  been  proven  in  the  Dominion  Laboratory 
of  Plant  Pathology,  aaanlchton,  to  be  trans- 
adsriUa.  from  diiiMSd  to  healthy  ptants  by 
auckln?  In.^ecta,  cutting  knives  or  grafting. 

Tm  giant  hill  disease  Is  rattor  important 
inasmuch  as  groweia  are  not  always  aware  of 
It*  presence  in  their  crops.  The  diseased 
plants,  M  tto  name  implies,  are  robust  In  ap- 
paaraaM  and  often  stay  green  in  tto  field 
aflar  normal  plants  have  matured.  Some 
growen  tove  been  selecting  such  plants  for 
propagation  purpoees  owlag  to  their  strong 
foliage  growth  hi  the  flrkl.  Tubers  from  auch 
plants,  however,  are  g^erally  of  an  unmar- 
totabia  ^pa,  tolnt  pointed  at  tto  ends,  deep 

ey«v1  and  often  knobby,  although  the  yield 
may  be  quite  as  good  a*  ttot  of  normal  plant*. 
Owlat  to  this  latler  faet  H  la  rather  dUBeult 
to  convince  growers  that  giant  hill  plants 
should  to  eliminated  from  their  crops. 

•piadia  tuber  plants  are  spindly  and  small, 
appearing  somewhat  similar  to  plantA  grown 
under  poor  soil  conditions.  Tto  yield  may  to 
mdncad  N  per  mx  or  mora.

Good  Tilth  as  Essential 
as  Soil  Fertility 

IN  eonsMering  tto  matter  of  soU  fertility 
and  the  value  of  soil  analysis,  it  la  well  to 
toar  in  mind  that  the  productiveness  or  fer- 
tility of  a  sou  1*  by  no  means  entirely  de- 
termined by  tto  pereentagea  of  plant  food 
constituents  pre.sent.  nor  even  by  the  propor- 
tions of  those  which  may  be  actually  avail- 
able for  immediata  crop  um,  Tto  soU.  for 
thrifty  and  profitable  growth,  mu.st  not  only 
contain  a  sufficiency  of  the  chemical  elements 
in  readily  aasimUaUe  forms  to  supply  tto  food 
requlrement-s  of  the  crop,  but  the  soil  must 
be  of  such  a  mechanical  condition  or  texture 
M  to  offer  a  fine  seed  tod  for  ■erminaUon,  and 
permit  of  a  ready  extetolon  Of  tto  root  syitam 
as  growth  advances. 

While  allowinf  free  water  to  pius  through 
and  drain  away,  the  soil  must  tove  an  abeorp- 
tlve  capacity  to  hold  over  sufficient  moisture 
for  tto  supply  of  tto  «rop  during  periods  of 
drought.  This  is  very  Important  It  miwt 
not  to  too  close  and  compact  to  exclude  air 
and,  at  the  same  time.  It  must  be  firm  enough 
find  fine  enough  to  give  the  plant  support  and 
retain  molstiu-e.  .Such  land  1)<  .said  to  be  in 
"good  heart,"  or,  otherwise  sUted,  mellow,  fri- 
aUa  aad  favorable  tilth,  una  oeadltiea  Is 
consequent  upon  Its  proportion  of  .sand  to  clay 
and  particularly  upon  Its  percentage  of  humus, 
or  semi  deoay  mataUe  matter,  derived  fftm 
I  or  crop 


Witches  Broom  Plants 

'ITCHES  broom  plants  are  characterized 
mainly  by  a  proliferation  of  foliage  and 
tubers.  In  extreme  cases  the  plants  may  tovo 
hundreds  of  small  stems  and  tubers,  tto  lat- 
ter of  no  marketable  value.  Tubers  from 
witches  broom  plants  of  tto  Irish  Cobbler  and 
Bliss  Triumph  varieties  were  planted  In  the 
.saanlchton  Laboratory  plot«  In  1932.  but  the 
germination  was  so  weak  ttot  none  of  the 
shoots  appeared  atova  ground.  Tto  tutors 
were  of  good  seed  slM  but  it  was  evidani  ttat 
they  were  worth  leas  for  seed  pmpoees. 

Typical  leaf  roU  planU  are  characterised 
chiefly  «y  a'  dwarf y  growth  haMt  and  a  diM 
tlnct  up-roUing  of  the  lower  leaves  The  tuben 
may  to  normal  in  appearance,  although  tto 
yMd  may  to  Nttuad  M  par  eant  or  aMM.

Any  grower  who  U  Uitcreeted  In 
dofokpim  a  good  alra&i  of  his  own  bmv  praf - 
Mabiy  lay  out  a  se«d  plot  and  pUnt  hU  tubers 
igr  tto  tuber  unit  method.  Thla  method  en- 
tails the  ptaattat  of  cot  seta  ftma  tlw  saHa 
la  aeqtonM  in  the  row.  if  any  plant

Balancing  the  Rations  of 
Growing  Pigs 

STRANOE  as  It  may  .seem  to  .some,  tho  nu- 
tritional requirements  of  hogs  and  those 
of  humans  are  ramaikably  atmUar.  The  dlgea- 
tlve  aystems  of  theee  two  specle.«i  are  closely 
allto.  With  the  exception  of  acurvy,  a  dls- 
atM  unkown  In  tto  pig.  both  speclea  are  aub- 
Jaet  to  tto  saaM  nutritional  deficiency  dis- 
eaaas,  particularly  rickeU  and  nutritional 
anaemia  And  finally,  the  kinds  of  food  nor- 
mally Included  In  their  diets  are  almost  Iden- 
tical, as  will  to  shown  presently.  With  these 
facts  in  mind,  says  Professor  1.  W.  Oramp- 
ton  to  a'  bulletin  on  swine  feeding  Issued  by 
tto  Qoitoe  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
principle*  of  swine  feeding  can  to  yplalned, 
partly  at  least.  In  terms  of  our  human  diets 
"PPaar  to  to  much  less  mysterious  than 
imianoed  raUona"  for  farm  animals. 

Tto  oereal  grains  of  the  animal  ration  as 
aata.  barley,  wtoat,  com  or  rye.  oorreepond  to 
the  bread,  poUtoes  and  pa*try  of  our  own 
diet*.  The  high  protein  feeds,  represented  by 
aa  BMal.  taaUge.

They,  like  all  others,  had  failed 
to  make  any  profit  from  their  farm  during 
tto  depression  until  Bair  determined  to  put 
his  many  springs  and  low  manhy  land  to  work 
— raising  bullfrogs.  | 
So  now  tto  Balrs  do  a  little  truck  gardening, 

ral.se  a  few  chlckon.s  and  devote  mo.st  of  their 
time  to  bullfrog  rai&iag.  Wtiat  was  once  Just 
a  common  farm  has  come  to  be  known  ss  tto 
"Jumto  Olant  Bullfrog  Farm."  And  What's 
more,  It  has  proved  profitable. 

"Any  farmer  with  enough  marshy  land  for 
one  pond  will  flnd  raising  bullfrogs  profitable." 
Bau-  says.  "It  utlllaes  worttUess  land  and  the 
frogs  require  little  oara  aad  always  are  mar- 
totable." 

Imported  Breeding  Stock 

FOR  breeding  .stock  the  Balrs  Imported 
Jumbo  giant  bullfrogs  from  tto  west  coast 
of  Africa.  Brewnlah  green  to  color,  thto  breed, 
they  believe,  surpasiss  others  In  sturdiness 
and  particularly  in  slse.  Some  of  the  Bair 
bullfrogs  tove  measured  191-4  Inches  from 
nose  to  the  end  of  the  hind  legs,  and  aoBM  Of 
the  femalM  tova  waighod  aa  auieb  to  fWr 
pounds. 

Legs,  of  course,  are  moat  important  from  the 
lalser's  .standiwlnt.  It  la  that  part  of  a  frog',8 
anatomy  which  Is  most  delectable.  Inciden- 
tally, tto  American  appetite  for  fried  frog  legs 
is  increasing  rapidly. 

The  bullfrog  raiser  receives  on  an  average 
from  IT  to  110  a  deaen.  One  pah-  of  legs 
i.s  more  than  enough  for  a  meal  sliKe  they  will 
weigh  from  one  pound  to  a  pound  and  a 
quarter.  Tto  meat  all  white— haa  a  deliekms 
taste,  resembling  chicken  and  fish,  with  a 
slight  game  flavor.

History  of  Field  Roots

THE  history  of  field  roots,  as  certain  vege- 
table crope  are  called  In  Canadian  agri- 
culture, to  an  totaraittog  one.

The  plate  represents  a 
laborer  placing  a  large  root  on  a  table  of 
mcriflce.  Aeoordlng  to  Thaophraatoa,  tto 
Greek  philosopher,  red  and  White  roots  were 
commonly  cultivated  in  Asia  Minor  ta  S20  B.C. 
Both  mangles  and  beets  are  suppoaed  to  to 
descended  from  the  beach  beet  which  Is  found 
growing  wUd  near  tto  Caspton  sea,  along  the 
shOTM  of  tto  Mediterranean,  and  in  Spain, 
France.  Holland,  cirtat  Britain,  and  Denmark. 

Tto  origta  of  the  turnip  to  not  definitely 
known.  PUny,  tto  Roman  author  and  natural- 
ist. When  wriUng  about  tto  cultivation  of  field 
ro^  among  tto  Romans  at  tto  beginning  of 
tto  Christian  era,  says  ttot  next  togyapes  and 
cereals,  tto  turnip  waa  Xtalyls  moat  aultieatad 
plant.

"The  plight  of  the  visitor  who  eomss 
to  the  Cape  in  search  of  Its  histori- 
cal Interest  is  worth  as  much  con- 
sideration as  the  requhaments  of  Uie 
motoring  or  seaside  holldaymaker. 

"Year  by  year,  historical  land- 
marlu  in  the  city  are  pulled  down 
or  ruthlessly  converted  out  of  all 
recognition  or  lost  behind  new  build- 
ings, and  no  attempt  Is  made  to 
identify  U  eir  association  with  the 
city  s  early  days..  Rlebeek  Square,  a 
few  years  ago  one  of  the  most  his- 
torically Interesting  sections  of  the 
city,  has  lost  all  Its  old  character 
through  rebulkUng  and  demollUon, 
and  yet  here  It  was  that  South  Af- 
rica's first  theatre  was  built,  in  1*00. 

"The  old  Supreme  Court  ceitatnly 
deserves  an  historical  tribute  It  was 
the  18th  Century  .Slave  Lodge  be- 
longing to  th#  govenmi'  ii;  snrl  to- 
day It  Ia  still  possible  to  see  one  of 
the  brack -ts  of  the  original  oil- 
burning  lamps  bv  which  the  city  was 
lit  a  century  ago.
